Over Twelve Hundred Must 
Close in Illinois. 


THE RESULTS IN WISCONSIN 


Indications Ars That tbs Liquor Inter­ 


ests Have Been Victorious in the 
Majority of tho Towns— Rose Elect­ 
ed Mayor of Milwaukee. 


Chicago, 
April 
8.—Between 
1,200 
and 1,500 saloons were voted out of 
business in the local option elections 
held by 1,150 townships in 84 coun­ 
ties of Illinois. 
Twenty-two counties 
voted to become absolutely antl-sa- 
soon territory, in addition to the nine 
counties which abolished saloons last 
November. 
Thus thirty-one of the 102 
counties in the state are now entirely 
"dry.” 
In the election most of the larger 
cities of the state declared in favor 
of saloons, while the towns and rural 
communities generally voted to put 
them out of business. 
Chicago did not vote on the ques­ 
tion of licensing saloons, though five 
out of the seven townships in Cook 
county which had the question before 
them voted in favor of the dram shops, 
Aurora and Elgin, closely adjacent to 
Chicago, were both maintained in the 
saloon ranks. 
Urbana, where the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois is located, went 
“dry.” 
Springfield, the capital of the 
state, decided to retain saloons by a 
majority of 1,800. 
One of the big disappointments of 
the day to the Antisaloon leaguers 
was the result in Bloomington. 
An 
especially ardent campaign had been 
waged there against the saloons, yet 
the majority in favor of the liquor in­ 
terests was over 1,900.

Lisbon, April 8.—Unawed by tb s 
strong military force with which the 
city has swarmed since the election 
rioting on Sunday evening and the 
recent heavy arrivals of troops from 
the provinces, the population of Lis­ 
bon made fresh demonstrations.

TWO LINEMEN KILLED. 


One 
Electrocuted 
and 
the 
Other 
Knocked From a Pole. 
Pittsburg, April 8.—Two linemen, 
Edward Nevin and James Lehan, em­ 
ployed by the Pittsburg and Allegheny 
Telephone company, were killed at 
McKees Rocks, a suburb, one being 
electrocuted and the other sustaining 
a fracture of his skull when he was 
knocked from the top of a pole. 
The 
current was turned into an electric 
wire paralleling the telephone wires 
without notice to the linemen. 
A crowd of excited people stood 
helpless in the street around the bot­ 
tom of the pole while Kevin's body, 
clinging to the heavily charged wire, 
smoked and burned for fifteen min­ 
utes before it could be lowered with 
ropes. 
Lehan was thrown from his 
footing at the top of the pole by the 
first shock and fell to the ground, sus­ 
taining a fracture of the skull.

Revenues Are Waning and Other Ap 
propriatione and Claims Are Affect­ 
ed by the Increase of the Army and 
Navy Expenses. 


Washington, April 8.—A warning 
against 
increasing expenditures for 
the 
military 
establishment 
of 
the 
United States was sounded in the sen 
ate by Senator Hale, chairman of the 
committee on naval affairs, and his 
alarm was taken up and repeated by 
other senators. 
The discussion 
was 
based 
on a 
signed article printed in the Washing­ 
ton Post, saying in effect that Secre 
tary Taft favored a reorganization and 
an enlargement of the army that 
would bring it up to 125,000 men. The 
immediate occasion for Senator Hale’s 
speech was the passage Monday ol 
the army appropriation bill, carrying 
nearly $100,000,000, and he used it as 
showing the tendency of the times. 
Moving to reconsider the vote by 
which the army appropriation bill was 
passed, Senator Hale said senators 
did not realize that 70 per cent of the 
revenues of the government were to 
day 
expended 
for what 
has 
been 
termed the needs of present, past and 
future wars. 
"What is going on,” continued Mr. 
Hale, ‘‘without senators or the coun 
try being aware of it, are the enor­ 
mous increases of the military es 
tablishment to the prejudice of all oth­ 
er appropriations and claims. We can­ 
not get consideration of other bills be 
cause, as everybody know’s, the reve­ 
nues are waning and we are likely to 
be confronted with a deficit and in 
not many months ahead we shall be 
found 
spending 
more 
money 
than 
comes into the treasury from the ex­ 
isting ordinary sources. 
We cannot 
pass the omnibus appropriation bill, 
which has thousands of items that 
ought to be paid as much as a note at 
hand; we are to have no river and 
harbor bill because it is a peace bill; 
we can have no public building bill 
because the military expenses 
are 
mounting so rapidly that we cannot af­ 
ford these items that are for peace.” 
Mr. Hale recapitulated appropria­ 
tions for military purposes and said 
every item represented great aims of 
the future. 
There had, he said, been 
an increase of $20,000,000 in the ap­ 
propriations for the army, and about 
the same increase for the navy. This, 
he said, did not represent the ‘‘enor­ 
mous increase” for the navy, as only 
two instead of four battleships are 
provided for. 
Senator Hale moved the reconsidera­ 
tion of the vote by which the army 
bill was passed and his motion was 
then laid on the table at his request. 
Senator Burkett characterized the pro­ 
ceeding as one of bad faith. 
The senate passed the fortifications 
appropriation bill, carrying an aggre­ 
gate of $12,105,187. 
As a mark of respect to the mem­ 
ory of the late Representative Brick 
the senate adjourned.

The question as to wheth­ 
er the company had authorized illegiti­ 
mate means to promote legislation in 
its favor was forgotten in the admis­ 
sions made by a witness to the effect 
that he had secured extracts of re­ 
ports made to the navy department 
supposed to be confidential. 
The witness was Robert G. Skerrett. 
of New York, formerly employed in 
the navy department, and at one time 
the European representative of the 
Lake 
Torpedo 
Boat 
company. 
He 
stated frankly that while in the em­ 
ploy of the Lake company he received 
anonymously extracts from 
reports 
made to the navy department and that 
he used these extracts in technical 
articles prepared for publication in 
magazines. 
Questioned 
as 
to their 
source, he replied that he did not 
know from whom they came, and that 
he had accepted them as correct and 
used them in his articles. 
The climax of Mr. Skerrett’s testi­ 
mony came when he was asked by 
Chairman Boutell if he did not con­ 
sider that his action in publishing in­ 
formation 
which the United States 
government regarded as secret was 
highly dishonorable. His replied was: 
"No, I think it indiscreet.” 
It is the evident intention of the 
committee to follow up this new line 
of evidence, and if possible discover 
the leak in the navy department. 


Exam ination ic Searching. 
It ic doubtful if a witness before 
a congressional committee ever was 
put through a more searching exami­ 
nation than Mr. Skerrett. 
The first report to which reference 
was made was one prepared by Lieu­ 
tenant Nelson, U. S. N., who conduct­ 
ed a series of trials of the Holland 
boat at Narragansett in 1904. 
While 
abroad Mr. Skerrett wrote an article 
on submarines in whiqfc he quoted 
from Lieutenant Nelson’s report. 
"Where did you get that report?” 
asked Mr. Stephens. 
"I do not remember,” answered the 
witness. 
"Before I left Washington I 
went to my friends in the navy depart­ 
ment and said to them, ‘if there is 
anything you can give out at any time 
of interest, send it along.’

years an employe of the store d e p a rt­ 
m ent a t the shops, was instantly killed 
a t the Oak stre e t crossing last n ig h t 
by the 
10:45 train. 
Mr. H asselgren, 
roomed a t the home of G ust Erickson, 
1505 Pine street, S outheast B rainerd, 
taking his m eals a t a neighbors. 
He 
cam e up town a fte r supper and sp en t 
the evening, leaving for his room ing 
place about half p ast ten. 
A ccording 
to the firem an of the passenger tra in 
he eith er stepped or stum bled onto th e 
track ju st in front of the engine and 
was throw n onto the pilot and thence 
to the side of the track . 
The train 
was st >pped as quickly as possible b u t 
he gave ju st one gasp a fte r he was 
reached by Conductor John Sm ith. 
He 
had a bad cu t on the right side of Y it 
face, 
his rig h t ribs and thigh w ere 
broken and the left shoulder and arm 
w ere broken. 
The body was le ft in charge of Will 
G. G reen, the passenger brakem an, and 
the train proceeded to the depot and 
discharged the passengers and notified 
Coroner Gibson, 
who w ent a t once to 
the spot, a fte r which the body w as 
taken on th e train which was backed 
down th ere and brought to the depot and 
taken to C lark’s undertaking room s. 
Mr. Gibson decided this forenoon th a t 
no inquest was necessary. 
R. Me Lagan, 
the engineer of th e 
train and C harles B arron, the firem an, 
left early this m orning on th eir re tu rn 
run to St. Paul and no sta te m e n t could 
be secured direct from them as to the 
accident. 
O ther m em bers of the train 
crew sta te , however, th a t the engineer 
did not see him a t all and the firem an 
first saw him as he stepped or stum bled 
in fro n t of the engine. 
According to 
the statem en ts of the train crew th ere 
w ere no cars on the siding and as the 
engine had a brig h t headlight and had 
w histled only a short distance below, 
Mr. H asselgren’s action in stepping in 
front of th e engine is alm ost unexplain­ 
able. 
One theory, how ever, is th a t he 
thought he was standing on the siding 
instead of the main track , and w ent to 
step off when he saw his erro r and be­ 
com ing confused stepped the w rong 
way. 
Mr. H asselgren has been a resident 
of B rainerd since 1881 and for nearly 
the en tire tim e has been an em ploye of 
the N orthern Pacific shops, much of the 
tim e in the store d epartm ent. 
He was 
bom in Sweden about 58 years ago and 
had never m arried. 
His only relativ e 
in this city is Mrs. Andrew Fall, who is 
sick w ith typhoid fever. 
He also has 
or had a brother, C. 
P. H asselgren, 
who some years ago w as a resid en t of 
St. Francis, Anoka county, b u t w heth­ 
e r he is living there now or not is not 
know’n to Mr. Fall. 
Up to noon today no funeral a r­ 
rangem ents had been m ade as Mr. Fall 
was try in g to g e t in com m unication 
with Mr. H asselgren a t St. 
Francis.

Deceased was an Employe of the 
Northern Pacific and Had 
Never Married 


Erie G. Hasselgren, for about 27 
years an employe of the store depart­ 
ment at the shops, was instantly killed 
at the Oak street crossing last night 
by the 10:45 train. 
Mr. Hasselgren, 
roomed at the home of Gust Erickson, 
1505 Pine street, Southeast Brainerd, 
taking his meals at a neighbors. 
He 
came up town after supper and spent 
the evening, leaving for his rooming 
place about half past ten. 
According 
to the fireman of the passenger train 
he either stepped or stumbled onto the 
track just in front of the engine and 
was thrown onto the pilot and thence 
to the side of the track. The train 
was stopped as quickly as possible but 
he gave just one gasp after he was 
reached by Conductor John Smith. 
He 
had a bad cut on the right side of Ms 
face, his right ribs and thigh were 
broken and the left shoulder and arm 
were broken. 
The body was left in charge of Will 
G. Green, the passenger brakeman, and 
the train proceeded to the depot and 
discharged the passengers and notified 
Coroner Gibson, who went at once to 
the spot, after which the body was 
taken on the train which was backed 
down there and brought to the depot and 
taken to Clark’s undertaking rooms. 
Mr. Gibson decided this forenoon that 
no inquest was necessary. 
R. Mc Lagan, the engineer of the 
train and Charles Barron, the fireman, 
left early this morning on their return 
run to St. Paul and no statem ent could 
be secured direct from them as to the 
accident. 
Other members of the train 
crew state, however, that the engineer 
did not see him at all and the fireman 
first saw him as he stepped or stumbled 
in front of the engine. 
According to 
the statem ents of the train crew there 
were no cars on the siding and as the 
engine had a bright headlight and had 
whistled only a short distance below, 
Mr. Hasselgren’s action in stepping in 
front of the engine is almost unexplain­ 
able. 
One theory, however, is that he 
thought he was standing on the siding 
instead of the main track, and went to 
step off when he saw his error and be­ 
coming confused stepped the wrong 
way.

Contract Executed 
With Goo. 
Cadogan Morgan to Serve 
as Consulting Engineer 
The city fathers held a brief but very 
important adjourned meeting Tuesday 
evening. 
All the members were pres­ 
ent except Alderman Bouck. 
Immediately after the council was 
called to order the contract which had 
been drawn up by the city attorney to 
be executed between the city and Geo. 
Cadogan Morgan, of Chicago, to act as 
consulting engineer was read. 
It was 
in accordance with the 
proposition 
made the council the previous evening 
by Mr. Arthur Morgan, representing 
the firm and met with the approval of 
the council. 
A resolution was presented and read 
reciting the fact that Mr. Morgan was 
engaged and instructing the mayor and 
clerk to execute the contract. On roll 
call the resolution was passed, all the 
members present voting aye. 
Alderman 
Farrar 
asked 
as 
to 
the 
proposition 
of 
the 
engineers 
to put up 
a bond 
that 
the 
im­ 
provements could be made within their 
estimates. 
In 
reply 
Mr. 
Morgan 
stated 
that that 
bond 
would 
be 
put up should the city, as he expected 
they would, enter into a later contract 
to give his firm 3 per cent on the cost 
of improvements, not less than $100,- 
000 to be invested. 
It would be{absurd, 
he said, to ask them to put up bond 
that work over which they had no con­ 
trol could, or rather would, be done 
within their estimates. 
A motion to approve the contract as 
read and executed was adopted, ayes 
and nays being called and all the mem­ 
bers voting aye. 
The contract as executed gives Mr. 
Morgan 45 days in which to furnish the 
plans and 
estimates 
contemplated. 
These include the following: 
Estimates for and plans for a com­ 
plete new water plant sufficient to sup­ 
ply the present and prospective wants 
of the city with pure water and proper 
fire protection. 
Estimates on the cost of making the 
present water plant equal in capacity 
and efficiency to the new one proposed. 
Estimates pn the cost and cost of 
operation and maintenance of a steam 
power plant sufficient to supply power 
for both waterworks and electric light 
plant. 
Estimates on the cost and cost of op­ 
eration and maintenance of a gas pro­ 
ducer plant of the same capacity. 
Estimates on the cost and cost of op­ 
eration and maintenance 
of water 
power from the Crow Wing river, in­ 
cluding 16, 18 and 20 foot dams. 
Detailed plans and specifications to 
be furnished on the water plant and on 
the power plant which he recommends. 
In the event that the city adopted one 
of the other power plants in prefer­ 
ence to the one recommended by him 
he is to furnish plans and specifications 
on that plant. 
In order to give the citizens an op­ 
portunity to vote intelligently on the 
m atter of a bond issue it was deemed 
best to consider the resolution adopted 
at the regular meeting of March 16th 
and have the special election set at a 
later date. 
On motion this was done 
and a resolution was passed leaving the 
date to be fixed later. 
It is expected 
that it will be set immediately after 
the report of Mr. Morgan is received, 
the time of notice for the election thus 
giving the citizens an opportunity to 
become familiar with the plans pro­ 
posed. 
Alderman Baker offered the council 
the purchase price of the gray team 
bought last summer, they to throw in 
the harness purchased for use on the 
team in street work. 
The fire com­ 
mittee reported th at the horse which 
had been sick all last summer now 
seemed all right and that at most it 
was only necessary to buy one horse. 
On motion the m atter was referred to 
the purchasing committes with power 
to act. 
The council then adjourned.

To this, no doubt, will be added the 
Influence of the admiral’s wife and 
daughter, Mrs. C. C. Marsh, who have 
arrived here. 
Should he take the fleet into San 
Francisco by resuming command at 
Monterey, it is said, It is not likely 
that he will be permitted to partici­ 
pate In any functions and will return 
to the springs as soon as possible.
